The studies are to look at various genetic variants of influenza viruses as per 
their pathogenicity & transmissibility. Ferrets were infected intranasally with 
either a variant of an avian influenza yims or a human influenza virus. 


5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. 
State methods or means used to determine that pain and/or distress relief would 
interfere with test results.

The infections in the ferret model are used to mimic human infection and clinical 
symptoms. The ferrets are fed water and food ad libitum and all experiments 
performed to date have involved low pathogenic influenza strains that cause 
mild infections and lead to 100% recovery. No symptoms or signs were observed 
in animats that were tested using the avian virus. However, clinical signs such as 
fever, mild weight loss, lethargy and congestion/mucous around the nose were 
observed when the human virus was tested. The symptoms were mild and lasted 
3 to 5 days with full recovery. We can not treat with medication because we 
need to follow the course of infection so that we can relate the study to a human 
case.
